VICTORIOUS Andrew Moulding (Conserva¬ 
tive) credited the village votes for his success 
in holding on to the Axminster seat on Devon 
County Council. 

Councillor Moulding, who is also Mayor of Axminster 
and deputy leader of East Devon District Council, re¬ 
tained his seat by amassing 1,800 votes, compared to run¬ 
ner-up Paul Hayward (Independent), also a town 
councillor, who polled 1,060 votes, beating the Liberal 
Democrats, traditionally strong in Axminster, into third 
place. 

The Lib Dem’s Rob Jordan, who also serves on the 
town council, finished third on 302 votes, with Labour’s 
Jeremy Walden, Axminster’s deputy mayor, achieving 
219 votes. 

Councillor Moulding said: “It has been an interesting 
campaign. 

“In Axminster 
we saw a lot of 
people who were 
obviously inter¬ 
ested in turning 
over the Conser¬ 
vative vote. 

“But the vil¬ 
lages rallied 
round and they 
were all firmly in 
support of a Con¬ 
servative candi¬ 
date.” 

There was less 
drama at Lriday’s 
count compared 
to when he took 
the seat four 
years ago.

There were no such issues this time round. 

Praise for opponent 

Councillor Moulding was congratulated by LibDem’s 
Rob Jordan and there was no wobble during his (Coun¬ 
cillor Moulding’s) speech. 

He thanked everyone who had helped with the cam¬ 
paign, the people who voted for him and his family for 
the support given. 

Councillor Moulding and Rob Jordan were the only two 
candidates to appear on the podium when the results were 
declared. 


Despite the no-show, councillor Moulding praised the 
efforts of independent candidate and runner-up Paul Hay¬ 
ward. 

He told Pulman’s View: “Paul is obviously very enthu¬ 
siastic and I hope he will carry on and work for the com¬ 
munity.” 

The turnout was 36.2 per cent. 

The Conservatives kept control of Devon County 
Council, winning 38 of the 62 seats available, a loss of 
three compared to the 2009 election results. 

The Tories kept the UKIP challenge at bay, with the Eu¬ 
rosceptics claiming four seats across the county. The Lib-

HONITON 

County and driver 
to blame for crash 

THE COURT of Appeal has ruled that Devon County 
Council and a driver are equally to blame for an ac¬ 
cident on a rural road between Honiton and 
Smeatharpe in November 2006. 

A Land Rover hit an 8cm-deep pothole and one 
passenger left paralysed has been paid £3m with 
annual payments of £275,000 for care, while an¬ 
other suffered brain damage and received £1.2m. 

The Court of Appeal ruled the council and the 
driver were equally to blame and should share the 
compensation bill. 

The council will pay £500,000, with the remainder 
of the claim being settled by its insurers and the dri¬ 
ver's insurance company. 

The Court of Appeal agreed with a High Court 
judge's ruling that the council had breached its “ab¬ 
solute duty” under the Highways Act 1980 to ade¬ 
quately inspect and maintain the road. 

But the judge also decided that the driver had been 
at fault. 

Lord Justice Hughes said: “Although the error may 
have been one which many might make, it 
amounted to a significant failure to keep a proper 
lookout and to manage the car correctly.” 

The judge added: ‘ ‘In my view, the only proper find¬ 
ing was that there was contributory negligence to 
the extent of 50 per cent.” 

He explained that the road should have been in¬ 
spected more often than twice a year, but rejected 
the High Court’s ruling that this “betrayed a lack of 
reasonable care” by the council. 

A Devon County Council spokesman said: “We 
have been shown to have exercised reasonable care 
in our general highway maintenance policy and this 
decision will be welcomed by all local authorities.” 

AXMINSTER 

Radio for the blind 

VISUALLY impaired patients at Axminster Hospital 
have the use of an adapted radio thanks to Axmin¬ 
ster & District Lions Club and the British Wireless for 
the Blind Fund (BWBF). 

The BWBF radio project is led by John Barrington- 
Rowell, who lost his sight in 2005. 

Mr Barrington-Rowell, who is also a member of 
Seaton & District Lions Club, said he started the proj¬ 
ect after “spending a lot of time in hospital and real¬ 
ising the need to occupy his mind”. 

The adapted radios are custom-built with contrast¬ 
ing colour controls and raised braille markings. 

The project has already seen Seaton & District 
Lions Club provide an adapted radio for the hospital 
there.

OTTERY St MARY 

Scout leader is 
Citizen of year 


NO great surprises in the county council elections 
in Devon with the Conservatives retaining control, 
albeit with three fewer seats. 

The Tories managed to keep the UKIP challenge 
at bay, although the Eurosceptics did win three 
Devon seats, none of them in Pulman’s Country. 

All the serving Conservative councillors were re¬ 
turned to office in this area with another Inde¬ 
pendent, Claire Wright, winning the seat held for 
20 years in Ottery St Mary by Roger Giles. 

Unlike the 2009 election when there were slight 
spat when Lib Dem Douglas Hull lost his Axmin¬ 
ster seat to his long-time Tory adversary Andrew 
Moulding, refusing to shake his hand, it was all 
sweetness and light at the Knowle count. 

This time the Lib Dem candidate Rob Jordan was 
happy to shake Andrew’s hand on the podium 
after the declaration of the result, despite being 
pushed into third place by Independent Paul Hay¬ 
ward. 

Mr Hayward was not present at the count, which 
was a shame, for his was one of the star perform¬ 
ances in the contest for East Devon seats. Whilst 
Councillor Moulding maintained a sizeable major, 
receiving 1,800 votes, Mr Hayward polled more 
than one thousand votes, which is an excellent 
total for an Independent candidate.

New town councillors 

TONY Woodman and Steve Williams are the new 
faces on Seaton Town Council following the results 
of last week’s by-election. 

The results were announced at Sidmouth’s Knowle 
Council Chamber, during the main count for the 
Devon County Council election. 

With a turnout of 35.96 per cent, it was Seaton 
trader Tony Woodman who came top in the election, 
with 1,061 votes; Steve Williams, also elected, polled 
888 votes. 

The elected pair were followed by Sue Woodman, 
who came close behind in third place with 813 votes, 
and Robert Spalding with 641 votes. 

Mr Woodman and Mr Williams will now join Seaton 
Town Council, taking up the two vacancies left by Jim 
Pigott and John Seward who resigned earlier this 
year. 


Mr Hayward is one of the newer members of 
Axminster Town Council, where he has succeeded 
in shaking up a few things, and Councillor Mould¬ 
ing, the current town mayor as well as deputy 
leader of East Devon District Council, admits that 
the Tories came under some pressure in Axmin¬ 
ster town itself but it was the loyalty of the Con¬ 
servative voters in the villages around the town 
that enabled him to retain his seat. 

Councillor Moulding was also magnanimous 
enough to congratulate Mr Hayward afterwards on 
his performance and expressed the wish that he 
continues to work for the community. I am sure he 
will. 

As I wrote in this column a couple of weeks ago, 
there is a general apathy towards politics at both 
national and local level (is it any wonder?) and this 
was evident in the low number of people who 
voted in East Devon. 

The turn-out in Axminster was only 36.2 per 
cent; it was even lower in Seaton and Honiton, al¬ 
though Sidmouth achieved 37.5 per cent and Ot¬ 
tery St Mary topped the poll on 43.4%. That will 
have something to do with the Independents al¬ 
ways doing well in Ottery, which should send some 
kind of message to the political parties.

COLYTON 

Green wedge 
protests continue 

RESIDENTS of Colyford have reiterated their objec¬ 
tions to a development on the green wedge between 
the village and neighbouring Seaton, despite the 
plans being reduced in size. 

Villagers first objected to plans for 172 houses, a 
light industrial area, two football pitches, pavilion, 
multi-use games area and new spine road in October 
last year. Following news that an amended plan had 
now been submitted, a public meeting was held at 
Colyford Memorial Hall on Friday evening, chaired by 
Mayor of Colyford Howard West. 

Residents heard that the plans now included 170 
houses but these were bigger in size than those 
originally proposed, and the light industrial area had 
been significantly reduced, allowing for more of the 
green wedge to be retained. 

Mr West pointed out that the previous plans had 
included terraced housing, which he assumed would 
be affordable, but these had now “disappeared”. 

It was agreed that the Burgesses of Colyford would 
write another objection to the plans and residents 
were encouraged to submit their own objections. 

Mr West said he would also try to organise a 
protest movement after Seaton Town Council had 
discussed the plans at a special meeting on May 8th.

Skydivers raise £4,500 
in memory of Lizzie 


A DEBUTANT sky diver admits 
to have been boring people about 
her maiden jump, but says it was 
the best experience ever. 

Sarah Farrant was part of a four 
strong-team skydiving in memory 
of a sister and friend. 

Emily Croton, Josie Coath, and 
Jo Murdy were also jumping 
from the plane at 15,000ft above 
Dunkeswell. 

As previously reported, their re¬ 
spective skydives were in mem¬ 
ory of Sarah and Jo’s sister, 
Lizzie, who died on September 
8th last year after an accident. 

The skydives took place on 
April 27th, Lizzie’s birthday, to 
raise money for Devon Air Am¬ 
bulance Trust, Cancer Research 
UK and the intensive care unit 
(RD&E) which tried to save her. 

Strong winds threatened to post¬ 
pone the adventure, though, as the 
girls arrived at the airfield in the 
morning but couldn’t complete 
their mission until about 7.30pm 
Throwing themselves off the 
plane, strapped to an instructor 
each, at ten-second intervals, all 
girls made a safe landing. 

Having had a few days to gather 
her thoughts, Sarah said: “It was 
amazing, absolutely fantastic. 

“I’m really boring people at the 
moment, but it was the best expe¬ 
rience ever.” 

After jumping out of the plane, 
skydivers go into free-fall for 
about one minute, dropping about 
two miles. 

The chute then opens and Sarah

said: “You can hear the instructor 
from that point. 

“He points out the landmarks and 
it’s the best view ever and very 
peaceful.” 

She estimates that they have so 
far raised a total of £4,500, and 
added: “A massive thank you to 
everyone who donated.” 

Justine Hutchings is also part of 
the team, but was unable to jump 
because of a back injury. 

It is understood she hopes to 


complete the challenge at a later 
date.

VISUALLY impaired patients at 
Axminster Hospital have the use of 
an adapted radio thanks to Axmin¬ 
ster & District Lions Club and the 
British Wireless for the Blind Fund 
(BWBF).

According to BWBF, hospital bed¬ 
side entertainment systems often 
rely on the patient being able to see 
and select options from a flat touch 
screen. 

But the adapted radios are cus¬ 
tom-built with contrasting colour 


controls and raised braille markings. 

The project has already seen 
Seaton & District Lions Club pro¬ 
vide an adapted radio for the hos¬ 
pital there. 

The hospitals in Honiton and Ot- 
tery have adapted radios on trials, 
which was also the case at Axmin¬ 
ster before the trial turned into a 
permanent arrangement on Friday, 
April 19th.

THE Revd Linda Chester, Methodist Min¬ 
ister, writes: Are there any uneaten Easter 
Eggs in your home ?

I also have a Level 
Three Leadership qualification in Forest Schools that promotes a 
child led, adult guided approach with a focus on outdoor education. It is all 
about learning and so we do lots of activities to boost self-esteem, aid 
learning and confidence. I have around 20 years of experience all in all of 
working professionally with children and I am also a mum of four, so I am 
well trained in dealing with all kinds of situations. I am also a registered Of- 
sted child-minder and have close links with other children’s care providers 
in the area, including the local children’s centre. 


• WHAT activities and learning experiences 
can you bring to children in your care? 

Especially with the forest schools leadership, I focus on outdoor activities 
from shelter building, to bug hunts, treasure hunts and even cooking and 


fire lighting for older children. I focus 
on aspects such as health and 
safety, as well as all the other fun 
stuff, like free play, fun and games 
and arts and crafts. My main ethos 
is that its how children do what they 
do, rather than what they produce.

I also enjoy 
spending time with my family and walks on 
Seaton beach and in the woodlands with my 
children whilst walking the dogs.

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COPING WITH BEREAVEMENT 



coping with. 
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GRIEF is quite common and is 
the normal internal feeling one ex¬ 
periences in reaction to a loss, 
while bereavement is the state of 
having experienced that loss. 

The potential negative effects of 
a grief reaction can be significant 
and are often aggravated by grief 
triggers, events that remind the 
bereaved individual of their loved 
one, or the circumstances sur¬ 
rounding their loss. 

The risk factors for experienc¬ 
ing more serious symptoms of 
grief for a longer period of time 


are related to the survivor's own 
physical and emotional health be¬ 
fore the loss, the relationship be¬ 
tween the bereaved and their 
family member or other loved 
one, as well as related to the na¬ 
ture of the death. 

Bereaved individuals who feel 
the death of their loved one is un¬ 
expected may be at greater risk 
for suffering from major depres¬ 
sion, post traumatic stress disor¬ 
der (PTSD), or prolonged grief. 

The seven emotional stages of 
grief are shock or disbelief, de¬ 


nial, bargaining, guilt, anger, de¬ 
pression, and acceptance/hope. 

Symptoms of grief can be emo¬ 
tional, physical, social, or reli¬ 
gious in nature. 

To assess grief, a health care¬ 
giver usually asks questions to as¬ 
sess what symptoms the 
individual is suffering from, then 
considers whether he or she is 
suffering from normal grief, pro¬ 
longed grief, or some other issue. 

Coping tips for grieving include 
the bereaved individual's caring 
for his or herself through contin¬ 
uing nutritious and regular eating 
habits, getting extra rest, and 
communicating with surviving 
loved ones. 

Consulting with solicitors or 
other legal experts is advisable 
when either planning for or man¬ 
aging the legal matters associated 
with a death. 

Some of the major legal issues 
involved with dying include the 
person's right to have informed 
consent to receive or refuse treat¬ 
ment, advance directives and 
making funeral arrangements.

Music for Monarchs 

TO CELEBRATE the diamond jubilee of the coronation of Queen Elizabeth II, Seaton 
Choral Society will present Music for Monarchs, its spring choral and orchestral con¬ 
cert, on Sunday, May 12th at 4.00pm at Seaton Town Hall. 

The programme reflects the festive nature of this anniversary with Mozart’s Coronation 
Mass, along with Handel’s mighty coronation anthem Zadok the Priest - the ultimate 
vehicle for expressing public acclamation for the accession of a monarch. In contrast, 
but perhaps revealing a more genuine love for a royal person, will be the intimate, grief- 
stricken music which Purcell wrote for the funeral of the much-loved Queen Mary II 
in 1695 - music which was performed at his own funeral a few months later. 

A further bow to royalty in the form of the biblical King Solomon is a setting of 
words from The Song of Solomon by the society’s musical director, Peter Milmer. His 
music admirably reflects the words: “The winter is past and the time of the singing of 
birds is come” - words which will hopefully ring tme by 12th May! 

The anthem Zadok the Priest, composed for the coronation of King George II in 
1727, displays Handel’s unmatched genius for creating a mood - stirring up patriotic 
ardour through the means of a relatively short piece. His lovely aria “Laschia ch’io 
pianga” from Rinaldo will be sung by Christine Marsden, who will also sing the so¬ 
prano part in the main work of the concert, Mozart’s Coronation Mass. This was writ¬ 
ten around 1779, and was probably sung for the coronation of the Emperor Leopold 
II, some 12 years later. It is energetic and beautiful, in spite of a request by Mozart’s 
patron at the time that he produce something simple and solemn! 

The vocal line-up will also include the tenor Leslie Baker, bass Tony Yates, and 
members of the society.

The right dealers with the right facili¬ 
ties and in the right place, but always 
with a pragmatic approach is how 
Mazda UK Managing Director Jeremy 
Thomson describes the company’s ap¬ 
proach to its dealer network.

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The new Volkswagen Golf Bluemotion: 
more driving, less fill-ups 


FROM Friday, UK customers can order one 
of the world’s most fuel-efficient family 
cars: the new Golf BlueMotion. This car 
offers fuel economy of 88.3 mpg on the 
combined cycle, and C02 emissions of just 
85 g/km, yet like its predecessors it still of¬ 
fers customer all the Golf’s traditional at¬ 
tributes of practicality, comfort and safety. 

The new Golf BlueMotion’s fuel econ¬ 
omy is 15 per cent better than that of the 
previous-generation model, which emitted 
99 g/km (now the emissions of a standard 
Golf 1.6-litre TDI). The original Golf Blue- 
Motion, revealed at the Geneva Motor 
Show in 2007, returned, at that time, a 
class-leading 62.8 mpg with emissions of 
119 g/km - figures now surpassed by even 
the range-topping diesel, the 184 PS Golf 
GTD. 

With its 50-litre fuel tank and 88.3 mpg 
fuel consumption, the new Golf BlueMo- 
tion has a theoretical range of 970 miles. 
Assuming an average annual driving dis¬ 
tance of under 10,000 miles, most drivers 
will only have to refuel 10 times a year. 
Road tax won’t be an issue, either - the 
Golf BlueMotion is in Band A, meaning it’s 
zero pounds a year. 

The reduction in the car’s combined fuel 
consumption has been achieved through 
lightweight design (including 26 kg less 
weight in the running gear and 37 kg less 
in the body), engine-related modifications 


and a collection of other measures. These 
include super low rolling resistance tyres 
with higher air pressure, longer gear ratios 
(six-speed manual gearbox), the Stop/Start 
and battery regeneration systems that are 
standard in all new Golfs, plus specific 
aerodynamic modifications. 

The frontal area of the new Golf was re¬ 
duced by 0.03 m2 and aerodynamic drag 
(Cd x A) by nearly 10 percent, giving it a 
Cd value of 0.27. Compared to other stan¬ 
dard Golf models, the aerodynamics of the 
BlueMotion were also refined by a low¬ 
ered ride height (by 15 mm), a roof 
spoiler, lateral air guide elements on the 
rear window, a masked front grille, par¬ 
tially closed air inlet screens, optimised 
cooling system airflow, special underfloor 
panels, optimised brake cooling channels 
and a C-pillar spoiler. 

At the heart of the new Golf BlueMotion 
is a 1.6-litre 110 PS common rail TDI 
from the new EA288 engine series (pro¬ 
ducing 5 PS more power than in non-Blue- 
Motion models). The four-cylinder 
16-valve unit develops its maximum 
torque of250 Nm from just 1,500 rpm up 
to 3,000 rpm. 

Various measures such as reduced inter¬ 
nal friction, an innovative thermal man¬ 
agement system with shortened warm-up 
phase, exhaust gas recirculation, cylinder 
pressure sensor, two-stage oil pump, 


switchable electric water pump and water- 
cooled intercooler right in the intake man¬ 
ifold result in successfully reducing fuel 
consumption and emissions. To reduce 
emissions values further, Volkswagen has 
also implemented an oxidation catalytic 
converter, a diesel particulate filter and a 
NOx storage catalytic converter. 


Prices for the new Golf BlueMotion start 
at £20,335 (RRP OTR) for the three-door 
and rise to £20,990 for the five-door, with 
specification based on that of the standard 
Golf S - see price list for full details. UK 
Volkswagen Retailers are taking orders for 
the new Golf BlueMotion now, with the 
first deliveries expected in August.

A covert 
transmitter is hidden in one of several dozen places around 
the vehicle. There is no visible aerial, so the thief won’t 
even know it’s there. Unlike other car tracking solutions, 
the device works even if the vehicle is hidden in a garage 
or shipping container.
